" THE MAJOR SUBSTANTIVE BRIEFING AS YOU KNOW, IS GOING TO BE 
TONIGHT IN THE PRESS CONFERENCE. I THOUGH I'D JUST GO OVER A FEW 
FACTS 

AND FIGURES WITH YOU AND TAKE YOUR QUESTIONS, IF I DON'T 
ANSWER THEM. AS YOU ALL KNOW, THE MEETING LAST NIGHT LASTED FOR 
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LITTLE 

BETTER THAN THREE HOURS. OF THAT, AN HOUR AND FORTY AFIVE MINUTES 
WAS SPENT BY THE PRESIDENT AND MR. VANCE TOGETHER ALONE: THE REST 
OF IT TOGETHER. IN THE COURSE OF THEIR TALKS LAST NIGHT THEY 
HAD A COMPLETE DISCUSSION OF THE MIDDLE EAST SITUATION. DISCUSSED 
WAYS TO ACHIEVE PROGRESS TOWARD A GENEVA CONFERENCE, AND COVERED 
MATTERS OF BOTH PROCEDURE AND SUBSTANCEM THAT DISCUSSION WILL 
CONTINUE TONIGHT AS YOU ALL KNOW. I'M REALLY NOT PREPARED TO GO 
INTO THE MATTERS OF ANY GREAT SPECIFICITY BUT I CAN SIMPLY SAY THAT 
THEY DID GO INTO BOTH SIDES OF THE PROBLEM. I THIS MORNING'S MEETING 
WITH THE FOREIGN MINISTER, WHICH LASTED A LITTLE BETTER THAN AN 
HOUR, AND WHICH WAS A HEAD TO HEAD MEETING, AND THE ONLY TWO 
PARTICIPANTS WERE MR. FAHMY AND MR VANCE. THEY COVERED AGAIN

Q. WELL, IF YOU HAD A PHRASE... IN FEBRUARY IT WAS FACT-SEEKER,
